Germans » though their conununiqués 
lie as glibly as ever, clearly do not like 


‘the outlook. The heavy barrage fire, which 


they maintain along the.greater part of the 
front of our offensive, but especially south 
of Poziéres, suggests that they have 
reason to fear that our advanced positions 
north and west-of that place are likely to 


be a menacing point of departure for a 


further effort. In view of the heavy re- 
inforcement of guns as well as of men which 
the Germans have received, it is good 
news to learn that our artillery ascendancy 
remains undisputed. The gunners of the 
New Armies are doing excellent work, 
worthy of the best traditions of .the 
Regulars. They accounted during the 
week-end for ten German gun-emplace- 
ments, as well as for three of the “heads ” 
of’shell laboriously accumulated behind 
the enemy 's lines. More than half the 
secret of our artillery ascendancy, as the 
gunners are doubtless the first to recog: 
nise, resides in our superiority in the air. 
It is being asserted . every day more 
strongly; yesterday, for example, Sir 
Douglas Haig reported that eight German 
aeroplanes refused an engagement with 
three British. Their loss of command of 
the air, of course, is to the grievous dis- 
advantage of the enemy in other respects 
besides that of artillery observation. It 
means that all their reconnaissance work is 
defective; and that,-no doubt, explains 
the increasing nervousness which they are 
displaying elsewhere than on the Somme 
front. Such nervousness reveals itself in 
a variety of ways. On Friday the Ger- 
mans exploded near St. Eloi a mine which 
only damaged their own: wire, and fired 
another near Auchy on their own side of a 
crater. During the week-end one of our 
patrol enterprises north of the Ancre 
startled them into a heavy bombardment, 
in evident anticipation of an attack which, 
as a matter of fact, was not threatened. 
Whether our offensive in its later stages is 
to embrace other sectors besides that 
between the Somme and the Ancre re- 


establishment of the British Italian Cor- 
poration, Mr. McKenna‘ stated that the 
Government has agreed to give the com- 
pany an annual subsidy of £50,000 for ten 
years.

The 
new co-operation of banks and of the 
Government with British industry will 
probably not stop short at the develop- 
ment of Anglo-Italian commercial rela- 
tions. The Government seems to regard 
the departure as a good precedent, and the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer was under- 
stood the other day to express his willing- 
ness t. consider the suggestion that some- 
thing similar might be done to develop 
Anglo-Russian commercial relations.

The Germans at Verdun are not quite 
done with, but, though they are still 
making desperate assaults, they seem to 
lack the continued determination that they 
showed in earlier days. - This is probably 
due to lack of reserves. Our Allies appear 
to have now got the Thiaumont Work “for 
keeps,” as the Americans say, and, if so, 
it, will probably not be long before they 
complete the recapture of Fleury. 

When people put to me the invariable 
question "How ong is the war going to 
last?” I reply “ sk the Germans.” If 
we only knew what: was going on in the 
German cities, what the people were 
thinking and saying about their rulers, 
we should be in a position to estimate how 
much longer their moral would last. At 
one time we received a good many state- 
ments bearing upon this point from 
neutral travellers, but, as one neutral 
generally contradicted another, their evi- 
dence did not amount to much. Under the

BATTLE PRACTICE IN 


FRANCE. 


Writing from France to The Times, Lord 
Northcliffe describes the battle practice of the 
British troops behind the front in France. 
Scattered behind the Army. are schools 
where war is taught by officers who 
have studied the art at the front. Here, in 
vast camps, the spectator might easily imagine 
that he was at the front itself. Here, the 
pupils fresh from England are drilled in every 
form of fighting. In the centre of one of these 
schools there arrived while I was on the scene 
a great number of*German prisoners on their 
way to the base. I do not know how many 
young soldiers just landed from England were 
being trained that day. Certainly, many, many 
thousand, and I do not wonder that the 
prisoners were amazed at the spectacle before 
them. One of them frankly confessed in ex- 
cellent English that his comrades were under 
the impression that we had no men left. The 
food supplied to these German prisoners here, 
as everywhere, was excellent, and they did not 
hesitate to say so. i 


THE TUREISH ATTACH. 


The Turkish offensive in the peninsula of 
Sinai, says The Times, was fully expected by Sir 
Archibald Murray, and has ended in complete 
failure. Our forces were ready, and the rout 
of the Turks was swift and thorough. The 
motive of this Turkish advance, undertaken at. 
the worst possible season, is not difficult to 
divine. The German taskmasters of the Turks 
probably thought that our forces in Egypt had 
been greatly depleted, and they must have been 
uncommonly astonished at the warmth ‘of their 
reception.

“Ex-Judge” writes to The Timeg to-day :— 
Would it not be well if our Go ent, in 
concert with our Allies, were to make an 
authoritative announcement, that no treaty of 
peace can, or will, ever be made with the 
Kaiser or the present German Government?

Those who began the war in breach of treaties, 
and have conducted it throughout in complete 
disregard of justice, honour, and humanity, and 
of rules of war recognised by all civilised 
nations, cannot be trusted to observe the terms 
of any agreement they might now make.

FIGHTING IN THE

' Fighting south of Brody, on the rivers Gra- 
harka and Sereth, has resulted in further 
successes for the Russians. Notwith- 
standing resistance by the 
enemy, a number of villages on the left 
banks of the rivers were ultimately taken. 

In these actions, in which the enemy suffered 
heavily, the Russians took over 5,500 pri- 
soners. .

In these actions we took prisoners 
ninety-five officers and over three thousand

REWARDED.

For most conspicuous bravery whilst in com- 
magh of a raiding party. At the moment of 
e into the enemy’s lines he was severely 
wammnded by a bomb, which broke and mutilated 
all the fingers of his right hand. In spite of 
this he continued to direct oper with un- 
flinching courage, his vcice beim clearly heard 
cheering on and direetiag his men. He was 
urged, Sst refused, to retire. Half an oe “a 
later, during the withdrawal, whilst personally 
assisting in the rescue of other wounded men, 
he received two further wounds. re 
assistance, he walked unaided to within 100 
yards of our lines, when he fainted, and was 
carried in by the covering party.

Vhen his ammunition was expended he 
took a bomb, but was shot through the head 
while getting up to throw. it. is splendid 
courage had so encouraged his men that when 
they bad no more ammunition or bombs they 
threw ‘stones and ammunition boxes at the 
enemy till only nine of the platoon were left.

For conspicuous gallantry and devotion to 
duty. Whilst. on flying duties’ Major. Eees 
sighted what he thought to be a bombing party 
of our own machines returning home. e went 
up to escort them, but on getting nearer dis- 
covered they were a party of enemy machines, 
about ten in all. Major Rees was immediately 
attacked by one of the machines, and after a 
short ericounter it -— “- behind the 
enemy lines, damaged. ive others then at- 
tacked him at long range, but these he dis- 
persed on coming to close quarters, alter 
seriously damaging two of © the machines. 
Seeing two others going westwards, he gave 
chase to them, but on coming nearer he was 
wounded in the thigh, causing him to lose tem- 
porary control of his machine. He soon righted 
it. and immediately closed with the enemy, 
firing at a close contact. range of only a few 
yards, until all his ammunition was wed up.
